Bnt B. 's bank 
sends A. 'a $1,000 check u> the clearing 
house. There, where all the accounts of 
ail the banks belonging to the clearing 
house are squared np, A. 's check is re- 
ceived and sent back to A. 's bank whence 
it started. 


The check may not be cashed so soon, 


however. It may be handed by B. over 
to somebody to whom he in turn owes 
mosey and put by that person into his 
particular bank. Sooner or later, how- 
ever, it returns to the clearing house. A 
few of the largest cities of the Cnion 
have clearing houses of tbeir own. Such 
houses in the west send checks, certifi- 
cates, etc. , to the clearing houses of the 
eastern cities and those of the east re- 
turn western accounts in like manner. 


Before the clearing house methods 


were adopted banks used to settle their 
accounts with one another by sending 
from one to another messengers loaded 
with bags of money and commercial pa- 
per. It was a cltimsy and risky way of 
doing business, and now they simply 
send their commercial paper either on 
the debit or credit side to the clearing 
honse, where the accounts are rapidly 
balanced between banks and each re- 
ceives back its own paper. 


The largest ^clearing house in this 


country is in New York, where paper 
representing $120,000,000 sometimes 
changes hands in a single day, that, too, 
with the exchange of very little cash 
money. Sixty-sis Laiiks belong to the 
New York Clearing House association, 
and during the panic of 1S93 they made 
a compact that they would support one 
another when nn inconveniently large 
demand was made on the deposits of 
any one of thorn. They did this by 
means of the issce of clearing house cer- 
tificates. 


In the Fall.

The last foliage is torn 
from tho trees, the leaves swirl hithei 
and thither in the wind and rain and 
finally pack away in hollows and banks 
to ttirn to rich brown mold and fertilize 
the earth. The last leaf has disappeared;

withered; the "fall" season is over. 


If it is incorrect to speak of the "fall 


season of the year, then it is just as in- 
correct to speak of the spring of the 
year.

THE CAUSE OF SUNBURN. 


Treating of the laethodf? and ineoh- 


»nisiKS now in vogue in tbe produc- 
tion of veneers, a writer in Hard- 
wood says thai while the finer and 
thinner veneers of costly woods are 
sliced tangeutiully from the side of 
the log, thera e. a woods that cannot 
be cut this r.-»y—no amount of boil- 
ing or steatciug rendering it possi- 
ble to cnt them -without breaking 
down the tissues to such an extant 
as to destroy their surfaces for pol- 
ishing—while others, becoming dis- 
colored from steaming or boiling 
and being too'hard to-cut otherwise, 
havo to be sawed. Tbe fine toothed, 
thin gauge circular with 
flanged 


center is the favorite for cutting all 
ordinary veneers thicker than 30 to 
the inch; £0 to the inch is the thick- 
ness most commonly used for cabi- 
net work and finishing, hut much 
thinner is used in the case of raro 
and costly woods or rare abnormal 
or accidental figures, as in the case 
of burls. Some woods have to be 
cut much thicker, being unable to 
bear handling when too thin. Gen- 
nine ebony, the only fine, really jet 
black Avoort known and largo enough 
to ba of any use, will not stand saw- 
ing .much below one-fourth of an 
inch in thickness, owing to its es- 
treats brittleness or -want of cohe- 
sion, but there are other woods that 
can bo cut as thin as writing paper 
and still be handled in large sheets. 
Other woods there are that will lose 
their fine color on exposure to the 
atmosphere, especially a smoky one. 
These are cut only when immediate- 
ly wanted and are kept covered an- 
til the finishers can pnt on a pro- 
tective coat of some preparation. 


Nonrecian Thrift.

They smoke 
for five minutes, then carefully ex- 
tinguish the burning end and place 
the cigar away in some corner of the 
house. The next morning I see them 
having another five minutes' smoko, 
and these cigars actually last for 
over two days, being taken in home- 
opathic doses at intervals of about 
two hours. Finally the ends are cut 
up and used in grandfather's pipe.— 
Chambers' Magazine. 


WORE THE DIAMOND IN HIS LEG. 


A Story of the Way the Orloff Stone Was 


Taken From Persia to K-insia. 


Gus Fox, a dealer in diamonds on 


Fourth street, has :i story abont the fa- 
mous Orloff diamond, named 
after 


Count Orloff, the first European who 
bought it. Fox says: "It was originally 
the eye of an idol in Trichiisopoli. It 
was stolon, according to the accepted 
account by a Frenchman, who escaped 
with ic to Persia, where he sold it for 
the equivalent in our money of §8,000 
to a Jewish merchant, 


"The Jewish merchant sold, it to an 


Armenian tinmcd Shafras, who had 
traveled in Russia and conceived tho 
idea of taking the diamond to that- 
country and selling it to the Empress 
Catherine for a great sum. Shafras paid 
him §60,000 for it. 


"Having secured the stone, the nest 


question with Shafras wits how to got it 
to Russia, or rather how to conceal it 
when ho was searched by robbers, as he 
was snrs to he or. the road. The jowmey 
was along and perilous one, and thieves 
abounded everywhere. Shafrns thought 
of swallowing the stoue when ho should 
be taken hy the robbers, but was obliged 
to give that plan up, as the diamond 
WHS too large to .swallow. 


"Ho. began to feel ho had a white ele- 


phant on his hands when u thought oc- 
curred, to him. Ho procured n sharp 
liiuce, lunclo a cut in tho fleshy part of 
hia left leg and thrust the diamond into 
Ibo wonnd. He sewed up tho cut with 
n ncedlo and n silver wire. It healed, 
leaving tlw diamond imbedded fast in 
tho leg, quite out of sight. 


"Then he started for Russin. Oil the 


way he was seized by robbers again and 
again and was thoroughly searched. 
Being nil Armenian and suspected nf 
going to Russia to trade, tho thieves 
marveled greatly at finding nothing of 
valno upon his person. 


"He arrived in Enssia «t last, and,

Jin Eaellah Scientist Sajn That It If a 3Iat- 


ter irf Color, Not Heat. 


Sunburn 13 not caused by the hwit 


of the sun, as almost everybody 
thinks. This is what Dr. Bowies, 
an English (scientist who has devoted 
15 years to the study of this particu- 
lar subject, says. It is due to the 
violet or ultra violet rays which 
form part of tho sun's gift to the 
tartb, which much resemble the X 
rays in their power of penetrating 
the human .tissues. 


Dr. Bowles gives it as his opinion 


that sunburn, snowburn,snow blind- 
ness, sunstroke and sun fever may 
all be associated with penetrating 
light rays rather than the action of 
heat. \rery serions inflammatory 
changes are often the result of sun- 
burn, and many so called "summer 
eruptions" are due to the penetra- 
tion of reflected luminous or photo- 
chemical rays to the deeper tissues 
beneath the skin. In one bad case 
which Dr. Bowles examined he no- 
ticed that the victim's face was not 
only swollen and red, but deeply 
pitted as well, and on examining 
these pits beneath a magnifying 
glass he'" found at the bottom of 
each a freckle. It was clear that in 
each case the freckle had stopped 
the action of the rays which did the 
mischief to the tissues lying be- 
neath. 


This observalion led tho way to 


tho prevention of the sunburn by 
the use of colored screens. Some of 
the doctor's friends ia India report- 
ed to him that they had stopped all 
risk from sunstroke hy lining their 
bata and clothes with nn orange col- 
ored fabric. Dr. Bowles states in 
this connection that he knew of a 
case in which a lady who wore a 
blouse with rod and white stripes 
had red stripe 
rinted on her shoul- 


ders underneath the white, while 
the skin beneath tho red stripes was 
perfectly protected. 


The most interesting part of Dr. 


Bowies' report, as far as the general 
public is concerned, is that which 
relates to the prevention of sunburn. 
Ha says he found when climbing in 
Switzerland that sunburn often as- 
sumod a very painful form, and 
though all kinds of remedies wero 
adopted none was satisfactory but 
the use of pigment. 
Ho first tried 


the experiment upou bimsolf and in- 
curred no end of ridicule hy cour- 
ageously appearing in public with 
his face nnd! hands coatod with 
brown number, giving him tho ap- 
pearance of a North American In- 
dian. 
But when the visitors at the 


hotel saw that he suffered not at all 
from sunburn they coma to hira in 
increasing numbers to be painted 
likewise, until those whose faces 
were not tbe color of copper during 
the daytime were the exception. 


Dr. Bowles tried many sorts of 


pigments, both on himself and vol- 
unteers, and found that the best and 
most effectual tint was something a 
little deeper than flesh color.—.New 
York Journal.

£at More £ggs. 


A correspondent of Farm Poultry 


complains of the low price of eggs and 
Bays, "The last case I shipped to mar- 
ket netted me but 13J£ cents a dozen— 
not much profit there," It is suggested 
that more of his eggs be eaten at 
home. Tho account of tho farmer who 
sold fowls at 13 cents a pound and took 
pay in sirloin steak at 25 cents a pound 
is a case in point. We do far too "uraeh 
. selling of eggs and fowls and buying 
supplies for our own tables, and we 
would bo much totter off to oat more of 
otir poultry products, especially eggs.

which, if you vote as a unit, you can- 
not turn the scales In an ordinary 
election. In the present crisis it 
rests with you to oppose a solid 
front—a bulwork of reason and of 
patriotism—to the flood of free sil 
ver madness which is rising in the 
Western and Southern states."

As to flooding the country with 


free silver, this cannot be done with 
the present capacity of our mints, as 
they can only put out about 848,000,- 
000 a year, less than 64 cents per 
capita. 


"What interest have you in help- 


ing these who: blinded and led astray 
as they are, propose to raid the 
treasury and bankrupt the nation 
only to make our mine owners 
wealthy?" 


The American states produce about 


5-6 of the silver of the world, while 
England furnishes about 1 of the 
gold production. Now, why should 
an American citizen, as a matter of 
business and who has any national 
pride, vote to depress the price of 
silver, to increase the 
price of 


British gold and enslave themselves, 
and overlook the fact that if the mine 
owners are enriched, it is by the in- 
creased price of silver caused by re- 
iuonetizing it, and this ought to con- 
vince anyone that this does away 
with the 50 cent dollar that you hear 
so much talk about. 


'•"Certain classes may not care what 


wreck may come to the country's 
commerce if only they can get cheap 
dollars for their crops. 
The miner 


may be willins; to see the United 
States sink to the rank of a third 
class power, bankrupt and dishon- 
ored, if only the output of his mines 
be doubled in value to him." 


If the mine owners' product is 


doubled in price, then a silver dollar 
will be equal to a gold dollar, in law, 
in purchasing power and commer- 
cially. I would ask, where are we 
now in rank as a nation? If a de-

19QOV For under 


our present system we will have to 
continue to sell bonds to satisfy Eng- 
lish greed, which means more debt, 
mare interest, and more misery— 
strikes for wages, riots for bread, 
rebellion and then repudiation. No; 
It is the other fellows who want to 
see our country sink to the third 
class. 


"But what is this to you? Your ] 


interests are bound up with the per- j 
manence of our commercial prosper- 
ity. For honest work you want and 
have a right to get your pay in hon- 
est dollars. What will you profit by 
a depression in wages and increase in 
all that your wages have to buy? 
Do you want to get your pay in dol- 
lars worth 50 cents a piece?" 


The money question is the all im- 


portant one to wage earners. Sup- 
ply and demand control wages, and 
has all to do with you holding your 
position. Under our present system 
wages must be reduced to one-half 
of what they were in 1S73. Look 
this up. The standard money con- 
trols general prices, and ae you add 
to the volume of this standard mon- 
ey, you increase general prices which 
aff££tja all nt.hftrfl. anr| Aft vnn d6CTe&5£ 
this volume. - you decrease general 
prices. Look this up. 
The volume 


of standard money in 1873 was 87,000,- 
000,000, half silver and half gold. 
The demonetization of silver reduced 
this one-naif. Since then the gold 
pTcduCwluM iiwS increased SGI^C, -but 
not in proportion to the increase In 
the population of the world, and Is 
now estimated at less than 84,000,- 
000,000, and the general prices must 
decline one-half, and more, as the 
the population has increased more in 
proportion than gold.

Unless the

to their own rescue and elect a Presi- 
dent and Congress favorable to bi- 
metallism, then you can look out for 
the cutting of wages. If the manu- 
facturer cannot sell bis goods because 
of high prices, as compared with the 
ability of the people to buy, he will 
be compelled to reduce them; to do 
this he wiil have to reduce wages or 
quit business. Now, if the general 
prices are reduced one-half, the gen- 
eral business will be reduced one-half 
in dollars. This will affect railroads 
—they must pay their interest and 
dividends, if possible, and if they 
can't get this out of their earnings 
they must make it in some other 
way, and the only way to do this is 
to reduce their expenses, and this 
mean? a reduction in wages. Strikes 
and labor organizations can effect 
nothing against this reduction that 
must take place in the change from 
a high to a low plane of prices, or the 
company will go into the hands of a 
receiver. 
• 


"Therefore, organize! This is no 


question of Republican or Democrat, 
but of your own protection as wage- 
earners. Organize for the preserva- 
tion ot sound money—in defense of 
your own wages—in support of the 
country's prosperity and the coun- 
try's honor!" 


This is a question for all Republi- 


cans aad Democrats of to-day; to 
vote the Republican ticket is for 
lower wages, and to vote the Demo- 
cratic ticket means to stop the de- 
cline and higher wages. If money is 
a good thing for one that handles 
much of it. why is not- morejmoney 
good for the man that handles but 
little ? 


It is true that one employed to-day 


can with the dollar earned buy more 
on the present declining markets than 
he can under bimetallism, but he 
should not forget that what "he saves 
is by reason of the change we are 
undergoing from bimetallism to gold 
monometallism, and is a loss to other 
wage earners, and after a while there 
will be no savings, as all wage earn- 
ers will meet with the difficulty of 
finding.employment to earn the dol- 
lar. There are to-day ovtr 3,000,000 
men in enf oread idleness in the United 
States, with families dependent upon 
them for support. "With the prices 
still declining and business dropping 
offj can any man with steady em- 
p'oyment tell when his turn will 
come ? Then what matter is it to 
him how much a dollar will buy if he 
can't get the dollar ? 


"At every shop aud every division 


point on every railway in the country 
there must be a Railway Men's Sound 
Money club." 


"There must be.'' I will not com- 


ment on this. Let every reader draw 
his own conclusions of what is meant 
for the employes, as to whether they 
will be discharged if they don't join 
this club, or discharged if they do, 
and other men put in their places at 
lower wages. 


The employment of labor by a rail- 


road jcoropany depends upon its abil- 
ity to pay, and its ability to pay de- 
pends upon receipts from business 
done: and when the receipts are not 
sufficient to justify the wages paid, 
they will be reduced, and this will 
surely come when they are compelled 
to reduce their presant fixed freight 
and passenger rates, if not before. 
When silver is remonetized in the 
United States it will be to the in- 
terest of all holders of United States 
securities in foreign countries to see 
that silver is remonetized in Europe. 
They will not undertake to force the 
sale of any of them on the American 
market, for it takes two to make a 
bargain, and they know that the 
American buyer would take advant- 
age of the market and buy at the 
lowest possible price, and what would 
be a loss to the seller would be a gain 
to the purchaser. This is one reason 
why gold will not go to a premium; 
but suppose it does, it would raise 
prices and increase business, and this 


the loss of any railroad company, for 
the amount they would have to pay 
as a premium on gold, which would 
be but a trifle as compared with the 
premium they are now paying In the 
way of a loss" in business. The offi- 
cials of a corporation are not to 
blame, for the true cause lies in our 
monetary system. The blame prop- 
erly belongs to the money power, 
which controls the standard money 
ot the world by controlling legisla- 
tion, and this can only be changed by 
the ceople taking control of the gov- 
ernment and by legislation doubling 
the present volume of necessary 
money.

It is true that in order TO insure- the 


ini(-i< s:s of onr debts payable in gf>ld 
WL- lived morr silver dollars than before. 
However, this is counterbalanced by the 
increase in the government's reveiiuo. 
Foreign capital in developing the coon- 
cry has increased the government's rev- 
enue, capital invested by men who know 
that investments ia Mexico are safe and 
profitable. 


Our progress is slow, but steady. 


Therefore not evcri the most cautions of 
our bankers is alarmed at the condition 
of onr affairs, and it does not afford 
any opportunity for ruinous specula- 
tions. However, lands prosper, for the 
cultivation of sugar cane, coffee and to- 
bacco and have increased somewhat in 
valne, but the increase has been steady 
and solid. And it is due to the fact that 
a large number of capitalists from the 
republic of the north are investing tiieir 
money in these industries. These are 
not the proper symptoms of "inflated" 
currency, therefore such currency dees 
not exist, and the American press has 
no occasion to censure us and should 
look elsewhere for weapons with which 
to defend its gold standard doctrine, 
as it will be unable to find them here, 
fcr the present at least. This country is 
very well pleased with its silver cur- 
rency, with which it pays its debts and 
continues to advance in spite of the 
misrepresentation of the American ora- 
tors and newspapers. It is not onr desire 
that the United States should adopt the 
free coinage of silver. Onr national pro- 
gramme would be seriously obstructed 
should it do so. We only wish that 
our neighbors should leave us alone to 
enjoy in peace the advantages of cur sil- 
ver currency, and that intelligent and 
enterprising men should continue to 
come aud invest their capital in this 
country and help in the aggrandizement 
of our nation.

COLLECTING BIROS' EGGS. 


Tb* Bay* of Greenland Are Adept* at U>« 


Huardoiu Work. 


Greenland boys are great egg col 


lectors. As soon as the gulls and 
other birds that nest-in the far north 
appear in the spring tho work be- 
gins. S-.) boy who has not practiced 
a great deal at climbing the rough 
mountain sides and creeping over 
the glaciers is allowed to venture on 
the perilous task. Bnt at 15, and 
even before, a Greenland boy is as 
strong of limb, as fearless of heart 
and as cool of head as any steeple 
climber. 


'Early some morning he takes a 


bag made of sealskin and with a 
lunch of dried fish or blubber he 
starts out for a day in the moun- 
tains. Up, up, he climbs, along tbe 
dizzy edge of some deep inlet of the 
sea until he comes to tbe rocky 
ridges where the gulls make their 
homes. An ordinary American boy 
—and some of them are pretty good 
climbers, 
too—would not 
dream 


that the steep mountain sides could 
possibly be crossed, but the Green- 
land boy knows just where to*step, 
just how to hold bis stout staff, and 
he will walk quite coolly along a 
jagged ridge hundreds of feet above 
tbe water, where one little misstep, 
a loose stone or a bit of crumbling 
ice would burl him down to his 
death. But it is only on these wild 
ledges that he can find the nosts ha 
seeks. Here every crevice is filled 
with eggs, laid almost without pro- 
tection on the rocks. As he ap- 
proaches, the gulls go chattering out 
and circling round his head. Ho 
must aot look at them lest he be- 
come dizzy. When he reaches a 
nest, he places the big blno and 
white egga in his bag, and thus be 
proceeds unti1. he has a load. Happy 
is he if he sees a falcon rising in the 
air among the gulls, for a falcon's 
eggs are very valuable. But its nast 
is hard to find, and often a whole 
day is expended by the,brave hunter 
before he reaches tho spot where 
the eggs are laid. And if his hag is 
already filled with eggs he slips his 
new find into his roomy sleeves. 


It may wall be believed that the 


task of getting back with the load is 
doubly dangerous, bat the egg hunt- 
er thinks nothing of it, and when be 
reaches home in tho evening he 
spreads out his treasure. All of the 
rare eggs—and sometimes there are 
several in the lot—are sold to a deal- 
er, who supplies the museums and 
collectors of Europe. The common 
gull's eggs are carefully examined, 
and tbe fresh ones are sold to the 
missionaries or to the traders. 


Occasionally there are accidents. 


An explorer tolls of a stout boy who 
ventured too far out on a rocky 
ledge in order to reach a falcon's 
nest, and, losing his footing, fell. 
Fortunately, however, he caught the 
edge of the ledge with bis hands and 
clung, crying for help. At last bis 
father heard hira, but it was a long 
time before they could give him any 
help. They wore compelled to climb 
to the top of the cliff, arid the young 
egg hunter's brother was let down 
at the end of a long rope brought 
from the village. It was a perilous 
descent, but. the plucky little fellow 
was determined to save his brother's 
life. 
On reaching the almost ex- 


hausted boy ha fastonod a. loop of 
the rope around his body, and the 
two were pulled up together by the 
men at the top. Later the brave 
hunter allowed himself to ba lot 
down to the falcon's nest, where he 
succeeded in getting fcho much prized 
eggs.—Chicago Record.

THE QUALITY OF ENSILAGE. 


Condition* M Retard* the Filliec of Silo*. 


Good Cutler act) Su»dy Power. 


Whether made from fresh eat orvrii*.- 


fA fuider ecru, the quality of the ensi- 
lage will be jwud if thi- litt-i^saryotuid)- 
tiaai as regards die building and tilling 
of the silo have bt*u observed. 
Very 


wattry fodder will give soar eiisila;?-. 
The more- water in the fodder—»hat is, 
the vrtx'Df-r it is l at—the more acid will 
be fcuud iii the ensilage. The coiauio:. 
practice aisocjj "erisiloer?;" of late j^-ars 
has boc-a to cut the toclder one day and 
fill it into tbe silo the nest day or as 
soon after as convenient. Many claim 
that iii this ivay we handle an nuiiec 
sary quantity of water in the fodder, 
and that the better way is to leave tho 
corn shocked in the field for n week or 
ten days before filling the silo, so us to 
allow the excess of -vatc-r to evaporate. 
In connection with the foregoing,Prairie 
Fanner says: 


We shall probably in the future- si-e 


this latter method practiced more than 
before, since with onr present deep silo 
there is generally enough pressure in 
the silo to secure j;o°d ensilage. When 
the weatiier is good, the corn will not 
suffer much, bnt if the prospects are 
there will be much rain it is better to 
haul the fodder to the feed cutter right 
away aud fill it into the silo. But th< 
essential thing is to have a good cutior 
and steady power. 


The cutter should be placed close to 


tbe silo and the carrier adjusted so as 
to drop the cut com near the middle of 
the Biio. The cutter should be a power- 
ful one. By trying to economize on a 
cntter many farmers lose in a few days 
enough money to purchase the cutter 
they need. The cutter should have a ca- 
pacity of three tons per hour at least. 
For this two to f onr horses will be need- 
ed on a sweep power. A good two horss 
tread is an excellent power, or a gaso- 
line' engine will be found just the thing. 


Have, everything about the cntter 


snug and tight, so that the cut com 
will not fly all ovc-r and be wasted The 
carrier should be made of chain and 
siats, ;ss The pieces of corn would wet a 
rubber belt carrier aud cause it to slip. 
To run rapidly and continuously and 
to rlo its work well, aoue but the best 
machines will do. By using two or 
more wagons for hauling the fodder can 
be passed from the wagon directly to 
the cutter without unloading on the 
ground. Arrange every detail about the 
cutt-ir so as to economize all the fiice 
aud labor possible, for plenty of both 
may be easily lost if tho strictest atten- 
tion is not given to details. 


Harvesting Kdfilr Com. 


Professor Georgeson gives this advice 


in a farmers' bulletin: The crop shoald 
be out and shocked as soon as the grain 
is ripe, English sparrows will damage 
it badly if they have the chance. Over- 
ripeness also causes the white Kaffir corn 
to shell when handled. Unlike con;, 
all varieties have the very dpsirablo 
quality cf remaining green after tho 
grain matures until killed by frost. The 
fodder is therefore still in excellent con- 
dition-when the grain ripens, and, when 
cured, will niako better feed than if the 
plant had dried up, as the corn plant 
does. 


The crop call bo harvested in several 


ways. At the Kansas station it is usu- 
ally cut with a sled»cutter, which takes 
two rows at a time. The cntter is pulled 
by one horse aud requires nvo attend- 
ants—one to care for ouch row. Tho 
crop is collected in armfuls as cut and 
shocked. Any good eomcntier will do 
the work. It can, of course, also be cut 
by hand if a machine is not available. 
A light, short crop may even bo -cut 
with i» self binder. Sense growers use a 
header, coilocting the beads only and 
leaving the fodder to be eaten off by 
stcck.

Strangely tuough, thut 
which is regard*.-*! as a particularly nice 
efivei in tee fit of a w<onan's glove be- 
comes a positive bk-mish when woru by

•who would wear a glove that was fitted 
to his hand without a wrinkle. 


The antiquity of gloves reaches into 


remote agea As early as in the reign of 
Robert UI glove manufacturers were in- 
corporated by charter in Penh, a gtiild 
being then established that still exists 
in name, althongh'the town is not de- 
voted now to the manufacture of gloves 
as a leading article of commerce. 


A glovers' company was established 


in London in 1464, but was not char- 
tered until 1683. In 1661 a company 
for the manufacture and sale of gloves 
was incorporated in Worcester, Eng- 
land, where the trade flourishes at the 
present time, the famous English "dog- 
skin, *' made really from Cape sheepskin, 
and of a warm tan color, being unap- 
proached ia excellence by any other 
makers.

In the Swiss mountains kids are 
raised especially for this industry anc 
great pains ore taken to have the ani 
inals killed while the skin is fine anc 
soft 
Tanneries at Millau, Annonay 


Paris and Grenoble prepare them for thi 
stitchers. Bnt there are not enough kid 
raised iu Franco to supply the great de 
raand for gloves, and the gamins o 
Paris find steady and profitable employ 
meut catching rats at the months of tb 
great drains of the city to eke out th 
trade. 
Dogs and even cats coutribut 


also, though supplying an inferior ar 
tide of kid. 


In ancient days a glove represented 


contract or pledge, a substitute for the j 
baud, being cast down by one contract- 
ing party to be taken tip by the other. 
It also represented a challenge, to throw 
down the glove often being an invita- 
tion to mortal combat. At the same 
time to give ;ui enemy a glovo in a pa- 
cific manner was a pledge of faith, to 
bre-ak which was regarded as a crime, 
Tho borderers of Scotland were so par- 
ticular about this use of the glove that 
when cue of their knights broke faith 
with his plovo keeper they proclaimed 
his perfidy by riding to appointment 
holding alofi a ppoar, from the point of 
which the dishonored glove dangled.

When the plants ar« set in 


the fall, then what is left I can selL 


I furrow the ground lightly, as for 


potatoes, and drop the plants "right side 
np with care" aud cover with a hoe, 
making u pizuu hill uiiel pattXu^ it. «v ^^ 
with the hoe, I remove all the cane 
from the plants to prevent setting or 
propagating authracaose, which winters 
and breeds from the piece of cane left 
The plants are less likely to heave out 
by the frost without the cane. On each 
hill at the time of setting, or as soon as 
the ground is frozen, I place a small 
forkful of manure, which is removed in 
the spring. 


I begin to set as soon as the frost kills 


the leaves and have set as lute as De- 
cember. 
Blackberries are much more 


certain to grow when set in the fall. 
Remove all the cane from the roots and 
drop aud cover the same as potatoes. In 
tho spring and summer, should any 
rusty plants appear, dig and burn to 
prevent the spread of rust Currant 
bushes and gooseberries set in tho fall 
make a much earlier and more vigorous 
growth.

This correspondent de- 
scribes the Marchioness of Londonderry, 
a cliumnng rose, color ivory white, a 
fairly strong grower, and it forces welL 
This rose will not prove entirely hardy 
in our northern climate, as the past 
winter has made havoc with the plants, 
and the same can be said of its sister, 
Margaret Dickson, grown by the same 
originator. 


Mrs. R. G. Shannon Crawford is a 


plant of medium growth, color deep 
rosy pink, free flowering; if large 
enough in flower, will make a good 
rose. 


Clio is a plant of remarkably strong

Some poultry keepers give a cooked 
breakfast; others do not think it neces- 
sary. As the jiatond food of heus if 
grains and seed, and as in a natural 
and healthy state they never have cook 
ed food, the inference goes against the 
cooking of a breakfast There is a very 
great deal of work about such cooking, 
and if the fowls do just as well without 
it there is certainly little reason for tak- 
ing so much trouble. The main points 
in successful poultry raising are plenty 
of room, a dry and clean soil, large runs 
with 
frequently stirred up ground, 


houses carefully cleaned and disinfect 
ed, gravel, lime, dnst baths and a 
scratching yard under a glass or othei 
shelter so that the hens need not go out 
into the wee. One experienced poultry 
keeper says that a favorite maxim oi 
his is "wet hens, no eggs." He there- 
fore never allows his laying hens to ru2 
out either iu rain or snow storros.

brought to this country that this fow 
began to pay on the American farm.
